Mr.  Nick  Karanovich’s 
job  as  assistant  principal 
holds  just  as  many  duties 
and  responsibilities,  es¬ 
pecially  when  he  must 
act  as  principal  when  Mr. 
McClain  has  other  duties 
outside  the  Lane  school 
building.  He  is  the  guid¬ 
ance  coordinator  and  thus 
works  closely  with  Mr. 
Kaufman,  the  teachers, 
and  individual  students. 
Also,  as  the  principal 
does,  he  helps  keep  the 
school  policies  and  func¬ 
tions  clear  to  the  people 
of  the  community,  es¬ 
pecially  the  parents  of 
Lane  students. 
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Mr.  Kaufman  spends  much  time  talking  with  students  and  helping  them  with 
their  programming  or  other  school  and  even  personal  problems. 


Guidance  includes  much  more  than  just  working  with  disci¬ 
pline  problems.  As  guidance  counselor,  Mr.  Kaufman  works 
with  individual  students  in  helping  them  with  their  schedules, 
school  problems,  and  often  even  personal  problems.  He  is  al¬ 
ways  ready  to  talk  with  students  and  give  them  information  and 
guidance  to  aid  them  in  their  lives  in  and  out  of  school  and  to 
help  them  in  planning  their  futures. 

Mr.  Kaufman  does  not  work  alone.  Besides  the  work  of  the 
principal  and  assistant  principal  with  the  students,  the  teachers 
are  also  counselors.  Along  with  teaching,  they  do  much  the  same 
work  as  Mr.  Kaufman,  but  often  times  refer  students  to  him  for 
further  individual  help.
